Washington, June 1.—The bulletin 


regarding Mrs, McKinley's condition 
issued this morning is the most en- 
couraging statement given out since 
her return. 
The three physicians 


itfere -only in consultation a short 
time, amd at 11 o'clock, immediately 
after their departure, Secretary Cor- 
telyou gave out the following bulle- 
tin: 


"Mrs. JtcKiiiley's physicians report 


that she rested well during the night 
and that her condition is somewhat 
more favorable this morning." 


The president appeared to be en- 


couraged over the slight improve- 
ment shown and this morning took a 
stroll through 
the 
white house 


grounds in company with General 
Gillespie, chief of engineers, 


There were /many inquiries at the 


white house today regarding Mrs. 
McKinley's condition, 


'The gloomy character of the bulle- 


tin issued yesterday has revived the 
alarm felt when she was so low in 
San Francisco and many telegrams 
have been received asking about th'e 
state of her heath. 


'Several of the ladies* of the cabinet 


called this morning to make personal 
inquiries. 
They were slightly re- 


lieved to learn that she had had a 
fairly comfortable night. 


The geueral public is showing 


much consideration for ths president, 
and there is 110 disposition to intrude 
upon Mm during the trial ^nd strain 
he is undergoing. 
'A number of sen- 


ators and representatives, including 
dfclfcf Justice fuller, Senators (For- 
afeer and lodge, Representatives Bou- 
tell, of Illinois, Livingston and 
Adamson, of Georgia, called. 


The president saw the chief justice 


and the senators for a few minutes, 
•but excused himself to the represen- 
tatives.

A reception will be ten- 
dered him iby the delegates in the af- 
ternoon. At the home mission meet- 
ing last evening $4,500 was raised, 
largely through the efforts of Rev. 

The 
report of the pastor's fund society 
snowed that the number of ministers 
and widows aided during the past 
biennium had been 96. The number 
regularly on the "funds" at present 
is twenty-six.

SETTLERS TO LOSE LANDS 


MINNESOTA 
SUPREME 
COURT 


MAKES RULING, 


Russell Sago as Assignee of a Rail- 


road Prosecutes a Suit With 


Some Success. 


St. Paul, Minn,, June 1.—Justice 


Lewis, of the supreme couit, has filed 
a decision which will result in several 
Steam county -settlers losing their 
homes, title to which was contested 
by Russell Sage as assignee in trust 
of the Hastings and Dakota Railway 
company. 


Under the act of congTess of June 


4, 1866, the Hastings aud Dakota 
Railway company completed it> vn««l 
within the time as extended by the 
Minnesota legislature. 
When 
th*» 


road was complete there was found 
to be a deficiency in the primary 
grant limits of about 800,000 acres, 
and only 70,000 acres avaiiaLle in 
the indemnity limits to mak** up the 
oss -and in consequence all the lands 
u the indemnity limits were selected. 
After the completion of the road 


and the land selection the road's fran- 
chise was forfeited by agreement and 
later the property was transferred to 
Russell Sage for the benefit of the 
stockholders. 


Judge Lewis holds that the settlers 


who entered upon the lands after they 
ii'ad been withdrawn from settlement 
are not in a position to attack Sage's 
title to lands earned by the Comple- 
tion of the road and secured to- him 
by a tranf er which the court holds to 
be valid. 


While only a few hundred acres 


were directly involved in this case 
the decision involves the validity of 
the entire grant.

The resolution in regard to labor 


unions were subjected to some argu- 
ment, especially this one 


"We look upon membership in 


many of these unions as at present 
organized and controlled as dangerous 
and warr. cue members against join- 
ing any union which has an immoral 
obligation to keep inviolate as long 
as life remains any rites and regula- 
tions, the issue of which he is neces- 
sarily ignorant." 


'Several speakers, including ex- 


Moderator Poster, 
denounced labor 


unions, asserting that they did not 
leave a free field for labor, held their 
meetings on Sunday and that they 
are pernicious in their influence and 
wrong in principle. 


The sign of a labor organization 


was called "the mark of the -beast," 
by Dr. T. P. Rabb, of Sharon, Iowa. 


Revs. J. W, Carlisle, of Newburg, 


N. Y.; J. C. McFeeters and T. P. 
Stephenson opposed the resolutions, 
claiming they favored the capitalists 
and that the laboring classes were 
forced to organize for protection. A 
standing vote to recommit the resolu- 
tions and have them made stronger 
was then carried by a vote of 71 to 
54. ' 


The committee after a few minutes 


consideration changed the resolutions 
to read as follows: 


"that we reaffirm our testimony 


against all secret oath bound socie- 
ties and that we regard membership 
in most of the 
labor 
and trades 


unions as at present organized and 
controlled as dangerous and remind 
our members that the law of Christ 
fdrbids joining any labor union 
which has either an immoral obliga- 
tion or a /promise to keep inviolate 
'as long as life remains' any rites 
or regulations, the issue of which is 
necessarily ignorant," 


But the recommitment of the reso- 


lutions was adopted and the order of 
the day was called for. The discus- 
sion will be continued Monday mom- 
ing.

SOLDIERS IN RIOT 


DISCHABGED VOLUNTEERS IN 


TURBULENT MOOD, 


CREATE A REIGN OF TERROR 


MAKE WILD DISOBDEB NEAR 


THE PAESIDO* 


TROOPS SUPPRESS THE RIOT 


THE BOBBEBY OP A SOLDIEB 


CAUSES TBOUBLE, 


San Francisco, June 1.—Soldiers to 


the number of five or six hundred 
indulged in a riot last night and 
wrecked one of the many drinking 
places just outside of the Presidio 
reservation. 


There wei e many conflicting stories 


as to the origin of the trouble. The 
soldiers of the Forty-sixth volunteer 
infantry were mustered out of the 
service yesterday and the men given 
their discharges and pay. 


Most of the men had several hun- 


dred dollars coming to them and they 
did considerable drinking in the Pre- 
sidio resorts. 


A man by the name of Morgan, of 


the Forty-sixth, was found xmcon- 
scious in the front of Mrs. Power's 
saloon. Two of Morgan's companions 
took him to camp for treatment. The 
doctor pronounced it a case wfhere 
drugs had been administered. 


The news spread rapidly about the 


camp and soon there were a dozen or 
more men running to Mrs. Power's 
saloon, 


They demanded reparation for the 


drugging of their comrade, but any 
knowledge of the affair was denied. 
Two or three men lounging 
about 


the place sided in with the woman 
and ordei ed the soldiers from the 
premises. 


They went back for reinforcements 


and spread the report that two of 
their companions had been killed in 
this saloon. 


A mob made up of mexoibers of the 


Forty-fifth 
and Forty-sixth regi- 


ments then rushed pellmfeli through 
the Presidio 
gates to the saloon, 


which was entirely wrecked, 


The place 
caught fire from the 


overturned lamps. 
One of the bar- 


tenders was severely beaten and cut. 
There were threats 
to lynch him, 


when a squadron of cavalry 
and 


provost guards of sixty men from the 
Forty-fifth arrived and rescued him. 
The efforts of the cavalry aoid guard 
to disperse the crowd were fu'tile un- 
til the fire 'department turned the 
hose -upon them. This and the entire 
guard of the post helped to restore 
order. 


A careful investigation of the re- 


port that some of the soldiers1 had 
died from drugged liquor proved that 
such was not the case* Morgan, of 
the Forty-sixth regiment, was the 
only man whom it is thought might 
have been the victim of a drug. 


An investigation of the riot will 


be made today by the police and mili- 
taay officials.

Daily News extends over a period of 
thirteen years and his administration 
of the business interests of the news- 
paper has been singularly competent 
and successful. He has been associ- 
ated with the proprietor, W, D. Page, 
much longer than this in fact, hav- 
ing been with Mr. Page on the Ga- 
zette thirty years ago. Their rela- 
tions have been

A merican aborigines—is the fact that 
he adopted the Chiistian religion al- 
most as soon as he came in contact 
Yrith it, His neighbors, the Creeks 
tae Seminoles, and the Tuscaroias 
manifested some interest at first in 
tae sanguinaiy stories of the 
Old 


Testament, but even that was lan- 
guid and evanescent. 
But to 
the 


Cherokee the teachings of the lowly 
Nazarene were living' truths 
tha 


commended themselves to him as the 
best standard by which to i«guate 
las life, an consequently his con 
version was not a mere perfunctory 
p&rforxnance to propitiate his white 
neighbors, but was entirely sincere. 


I do not believe that there is an- 


other in&tance—certainly not among 
the aborigines of this country—where 
a \iliole nation has adopted the re- 
ligion of Chiist at almost the first 
contact with it. No country in the 
world has more churches and Sunday 
schools in proportion to its porpula 
tion than has the Cherokee republic 
and to that fact it very largely owe 
its position in the scale of civiliza 
tion. The chief executive of the na 
tion is an ordained minister, and 
there is a church within almost a 
stone's throw of his residence, 
a 


which he officiates as superintenden 
of a flourishing Sunday school and 
always nils any vacancy that * 
occui in the pulpit. 'Among the of 
ilcials there aie several other Sunday 
school teachers, and I believe mor< 
than one minister. It is a raie thing 
to find a Cherokee who is not a mem 
bar of some church. 


As might be expected from tso 


ligious a people, there is no indif 
ference to the cause of education 
At first there was same orpposition 
from the small non-progressive ele 
ment that was confined to the leinot 
recesses of the mountains, but tha 
has now disappeared and it is the 
ambition of every Cherokee that liis 
children shall be educated at 
the 


national school. 
The couiss of in 


struction is comprehensive, embrac 
in>g everything1 from the 
primary 


department to the equivalent of a 
hig'h school education. 
The Indus 


trial idea is also a prominent feature 
in it. The girls are taught to sew 
cook, and, in fact, everything' neces- 
sary to make them goad houaekeep 
ers, while the boys are familiarized 
by actual experience with the priii 
ciples of carpentry, shoeonaking1, iron 
work and agriculture. 


When compared with other Indian 


races the Cherokees' 
progress has 


been phenomenal, Whether the limit 
has been reached is a question scai-ce- 
ly worth discussing, for from an in- 
tellectual standpoint 
there are no 


limitations to his capacity that do 
not apply equally to the white man 
If he has not written a great (book 01 
added to the inventions of the world 
it must be remembered that in less 
than the hundred years of his na 
tional 
existence 
he has passed 


through an ordeal fax more severe 
than some which have utterly crush- 
ed more powerful nations. That he 
rose superior to it and emerged from 
the ruins of his preatfte&s and began 
to reunite the threads in the rent 
fabric of his civilization is the b&st 
evidence that a splendid destiny yet 
awaits him here, 
where, 
peihaps 


thousands of years ago, his Japan- 
ese progentors, 
crossing 
the blue- 


crowned hills of the west, founded 
for him this beautiful home in the 
vales of the Oconaluskee.

Some New Possibilities Are 


Pointed Out by an Official 
Expert,

The sweet potato is the subject of 


a farmers* bulletin written by D. H. 
Nesbit, a gix>wc*r of Maryland, for 
the department of agriculture, at %e 
request of Hajor Henry E. Alvord, 
chief of the dairy division of t)»e 
bur&au of animal industry, Mr. Nes- 
bi't was put in charge of some ex* 
perimental 
shipments to 
Europe 


made early in 1900 by the depart- 
ment of agTicultui*e, and these open* 
ed up so many possibilities for ex- 
portation to European countries that 
he was asked to px*epare a paper on 
the sweet potato. 


The paper will be of special inier- 
st to growers in view of the recent- 
y reported organization in New Cfer 
ey of a concern which intends xo 
roaden out one of the branches or 
le sweet potato raising industry 
y making flour out of the sweet po* 
ato.

sed as a blend for wheat, rye and

The sweet potato needs a warm cli- 


mate. Where tfaere is no frost it is 
perennial. 
Frost 
is 
immediately 


fatal to it and a temperature below 
forty-five degrees is very dangerous 
For profitable culture the sweet po- 
tato requires at least four raontns of 
warm weather, free from coolness at 
nlgjht. It does not suffer so quickly 
as the common Irish potato 
from 


drought. 
On the other hand, loo 


nuidh moisture is bad for it 
In a 


suitable climate the sweet 
potato 


will thrive on almost any well drain- 
e'd soil, tthe best soil being- <a lig'nt, 
sandy loam where there is no excess 
of organic matter. 


In a chapter on planting he says 


"Where the plants are set in row-3 
one way a distance of only eighteen 
inches betweeai them is recommend- 
ed. When they are planted in checKs 
fehey must be 
at least three feet 


apart. 
Hen 'have been known to 


plant by (hand with the assistance 
of a boy to drop the plants 10,000 
plants in ten hours, but 5,000 may 
be consideied a day's work. 
Va.'i 


ous implements have been devise-1 
to obviate the necessity for stooping 
in- hand planting. Chief among t 
are the tongs which are commonly 
used in the business. There are sev- 
eral transplanting machines provi lecl 
with water tanks from which each 
plant is watered automatically when 
it is set. These machines do excellent 
work and make the planter indepen- 
dent of rain.*' 


The sweet potato requires frequent 


cultivation and it as absolutely ner- 
e&sary that the ground be kept ires 
froni weeds and grass. 
The mosi 


critical period in the life of a plant 
begins when it is transplanted and 
ends when it starts to send out vigor- 
ous vines. During tJhis period only 
are insects to be dreaded. 


A small crop of sweet potatoes may 


be harvested by throwing them out 
with a common turning plow. 
In 


large operations- ona of ith* 
most 


efRci«nt implements for harvesting is 


known ast the scdop-digger, which 
passes under the tubers and severs 
all the roots, but leaves the plant, 
with vines and roots cut, in the same1 


position which it occupied be-fore. 


After the potato is dug: 
out 
it 


should be left for several horns to 
dry in the sun. 
Under favorable 


conditions in check planting a barrel 
of prime's from 100 hills is a 'good 
yield. In a good crop there will be 
a barrel ojf seconds to about every five 
bairels of the primes 


One thing which the planters soon 


find out is that the sweet potato will 
not bear any rough handling, and 
for this reason the potatoes are more 
commonly shipped 
in bin els or 


crates than in bulk. When they are 
packed in bairels the bairels should 
be filled loosely and covered with 
builap or double-headed. In puk- 
ing of the causes foi difference

value, Mr, Nesbit says.

The piece of plait- 


inum kept at the office of the exche- 
quer in England, in tin atm'osphere of 
G2 Fahrenheit, decides for 'all 'Great 
Britain what a pound must be.

LESSON .EVANGELICAL. 


This is a thoroughly theological 


lesson. 
It is a study of opulent 


treasures of biblical truth. 
It 
is 


vitally evangelical. 
So that no one 


can treat it fairly, that is, as the 
•author of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
intended, who holds views hostile to 
those commonly called evangelical* 
To obtain au intelligent understand- 
ing of the theme that runs through 
tho subject of ''Jesus, our high priest 
in heaven/' we must first turn back 
to Exodus, twenty-fifth chapter. 


There we read of the tabernacle 


with the ark of the covena-nt; the 
mercy seat "above the ark;" talso the 
beautiful tables, golden candlestick 
and other accessaries which Jehovah 
directed Moses to provide for the 
symbolical system cf worship, which 
was to (be perpetuated by the type. As 
fto that ancient Hebrew tabernacle 
this is the short of it. 
Almighty 


God, by means of it, endeavored to 
draw Israel into communion with 
Himself. 
And so we read (Exodus 


xxv.; 22) ''there will I meet with 
thee, and) I will commune with thee 
from above the mercy seat/' 


PHOPHET, PKIEST AOKTD KINO. 
In this Hebrew system of ceremony, 


sacrifice and all-round 
there weis three offices and officials 
of prs-eminmt place and impontnnce. 
Tbey were the prophet, the priest and 
provisionally the king. 
But with 


ttll this we now should notice that the 
Hebrew system was, -according to 
sanpture, only typical of the com- 
pletcr, to winch it looked forward 
That is the New Testament shows 
how Christ became "the end of the 
law for rig-liteo-uniess." 
The sanc- 


tuary and services instituted under 
Mosss and the Levitical economy an- 
licipated the worship of G-od, pure 
and direct, under 
Christ land the 


guidance of His Holy Spirit whose 
outpouring we considered in our last 
lesson. 


As remarked already, those ancient 


'oi dinaxices provided for three pre- 
eminent officials^ 'a-iid'in Christ, -ac- 
cording to tlie New Testament, all 
these offices were united. 
Was it 


the office of a prophet? Prophets did 
indeed foretell, but mostly it was 
thoir vocation to teach. 
Jesus was 


so much a teacher that some among 
us, who d'o not worship Him as Im- 
•raauuel, 'agree to entitle Him the 
Great Teacher, spelling the title with 
capital letters. 


As to the office of king, it means 


monarchy and rule over a realm. 
In 


this Jesus was and is and is to toe 
king. 
Even before He was crucified 


on Paim Sunday, He had a royal rec- 
ognition, all Jerusalem 
resounding 


with ascriptions to His majesty. But 
there is the third office 'of piles t, that 
to which our lesson turns. 
What of 


it? 
We know what the Jewish priest 


did, and by contrast and comparison 
with that we cfen discover the priest- 
ihood of Christ. 


PKIESTHOOD OP 'CHRIST. 


Priests sewed at the altar where 


sacrifices of praise 6r worship were 
offered by the 
people unto God. 


Priests interceded in prayer to 
for pardon and1 acceptance of the peo- 
ple. 
But there were priests and also 


a high priest, and our present Inter- 
est is with the latter. The high pries* 
was elected to different holy honors 
above the common order. 
His dress 


was different and his duties different. 
By carefully readinff and marking1 all 
tlie passag-es in 'the Epistle to the He 
Ibiews winch pertain to the 
priest, 'and also to Christ as our 
priest, we obtain' most precious 
tru ths 


Both the Hebrew Irish priest and 


our 'high priest v/e are taught to coii- 
pider as coming between Almighty 
God and offending -mankind to recon- 
cile us. That there is and has been, 
as, far (back as any history -of the 
Tinman race carries us, a singular and 
settled alienation of man from <*od, 
who will deny? 
To deny that is to 


deny everywhere patent facts. ^ $To 
difference at this moment how it be- 


\Vo need not contend as to the 


s> account of Eve's disobedi- 


ence, Adam's complicity and the per- 
verse willingness of our race to de- 
part from the flod of heaven. 
Han 


did depart; did) upraise rebellious 
hands against the supremacy of Je- 
hovah. 
As far as the light of his- 


toiy reveals the infancy of the face, 
wo see man willing and wanting to 
worship any old thing, or vile thing, 
or visionary thing, **ther than wor- 
ship th* most high,

rose in rebellion and sent the master 
word: "We will not have (you) this 
man. to rule over us." So has it ever 
been that mankind has evinced a de- 
cided 
alienation 
to God. In the 


meanetime, by Scripture we 
learn

been ceaselessly seeking to save His 
fallen, foolish Children, 


'He knew that -sin was bringing 


sorrow on the world. Wrong doing 
in a realm governed by a perfectly 
holy ruler must be followed by suf- 
fering. 
Wrong doing- runs against 


the defenses -of righteousness, and in 
the collision 1?he sinner must suffer, 
and maybe fatally. It is not con- 
ceivable that even the Infinite Him- 
self could make it so thai fire would 
not burn flesh if we put o\ir hand in 
the flame. And it is no more think- 
•Vble that men or a man can break 
bhe moral 'law, whicji is nothing less 
than a transcript of the hoiy life of 
the Most Holy, and escape disastrous 
consequences. 
And there has be?n 


no escape— except, as by redemptive 
grace, God has got som& of His chil- 
dren to take His way of 


To make His wishes for their re- 


demption known, and to set forth 
in figure His mind m the mnJAer, 
the Hebrew system of sacrifices and 
ceremony, rites aud rituals was es- 
tablished.

When Jesus spent 
the forty days ira ttoa 
wilderness 


"being tempted of the devil" He un- 
derwent all th'a't craft, curuning- and 
corrupt suggestion oould assail any 
of us with in our life battle And 
when that battle royal between. His 
pure soul ami satan came to as issue 
of victory for Christ, it was not t'he 
end, Satan left Him "for a season'7 


only* The very night before Calvary 
the Master told His disciples In the 
farewell words; "The prince of this 
world corneth (cometh to tempt) and 
hath nothing in Me." 


Jesus, our High Pr.iest, went 


through all the perilous experiences 
that any of us pass and became the 
more 
our 
sympathizing 
Savior. 


Again, the Jewish high priest did 
not pretend to be without sm Him- 
self. Indeed (Hebrews, vii, 27), Ke 
needed daily to offer "sacrifices, first 
for (His own sins." 
Before doing 


aught for others He nee'ded forgive- 
ness of Ctod and acceptance of His 
own Self. But how glorious other- 
wise w&s .it with our High Pries c, 
now in 'heavenV Jutft read Hebrews, 
vii,, 26. He was "holy, harmless, 
undefined and separate from sinners 
and made high as the heavens." 


CHBIST WAS PERFECT. 


Among impressive and to me in- 


controvertible proofs that Jesus was 
deity incarnate was the fact that He 
was sinless. Take a/ay other most 
blameless man you know and >a$k 
him if he is perfect, and as sure as 
he is sane he will say, "Oh, not per- 
fect by any means, only trying to 


palest entered and offered before Ood 
"his own blood," by it obtaining 
"eternal redemption" for us. What 
does man know of God's mind as to 
conditions of our et&rnal 
welfare? 


We do not hold the keys of heaven, 
It is not for us to lay down terms 
with the eternal. He chose a Savior,

The entire issue, excluding the gen- 
eral index and statistical volumes 
now in press, is comprised in 127 
books of an average of 1,000 pages 
each, or an 
aggregate ot 127,000

Ths proof of th'e 
meiits of His poured out blood and 
plea before God is manifold, but this 
one point is prominent, it gives the 
guilty conscience peace. 


The last matter we have space to 


mention is that the high priest of 
the Hebrews ended his office work ir 
the holy shrine on esrth. But Jesus 
was not confined to a tabernacle (ix., 
11) "made with hands." Jesus has 
"gone into heaven itself/7 there to 
appear before the face of God for us, 
who ar& His clinging clients.

surviving today would not weigh 
more than a couple of ounces, and it 
is obvious that a specimen with bit- 
ing- instruments of the size described 
dxteeu ounces in weight, must have 
been something gigantic.

longer than modern 


whales," said Hr. Lucas the othe* 
day.

oalled iclvthyosaurs, ferocious as they 
were, were small and .feeble in com- 
parison with the monsteis- which havf 
left their huge teeth behind them in 
the later Eocene and miocene deposits 
of the Potomac.

next century, and pray meinwhile 
thit the official records of the war 
may approach completion before the 
next war, or, rather, 'that we, as a 
people, may he spared another war 
until tha last one is officially re- 
corded/* 


His prayer was not fulfilled; there 


was another war ere tlie records of 
ihe Rebellion were finished in book 
form, but their completion will not 
extend any deeper iii'to *'the next 
century" than a few (months hence. 
There has, perhaps, been'1 cause for 
complaint, although it w£s a 'cri-bical 
undertaking, which required care and 
time. 


The job was started tentatively 


thirty-six years ago, but it did not 
take actual form until 1874. Volume 
I was issued in 1880, 
The compila- 


tion was -at first in charge of civilians 
connected wi/th the war department, 
but afterward was moie fully organ>- 
ized by an army officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel K. N. Scott, 
'After Scott's 


death, a board of publicihoii was pro- 
vided for by congress, composed of ail 
irniy officer, who was pie-sideut, and 
'TWO civilians, 


In December, 1898, the grenter part 


of the books being completed, this 
hoard was dissolved by the secretary 
nf war, and the unfinished volumes 
handed ovei to aii army officer again. 


From 1891 to 1898 more than 100 


i>erson5 were employes in bhe war 
records office. 
It has been a giguntio 


undertaking, but after all it has re- 
paid its cost. It is largely by means 
of this vast government publication, 
involving such enormous outlays and 
po many years of painstaking labor* 
Miat tlie true greatness and pa'tri- 
")tisin cf the people ou both sides of 
the line are now more tully under- 
stood aiid appreciated, and the 
oioslties of the war days greatly al- 
layed. 


The first series, wiith a set of maps, 


}f which there are thousands, deals 
principally with tho battles and -cam- 
paigns, and includes official reports, 
orders* returns, letters and tele- 


ues. 
Congress has already been im* 


portuned to reprint the entire set, 
but it will hardly do so. 
Nearly 


every public library in the countiy of 
any -consequence has been supplied 
with a set of the Rebellion records. 


Many people suppose the records 


are a running- history of the civil war, 
written by competent histoiiaus ap- 
point°d by the goveinment. 
They 


aie nothing of tlie sort. 
Not a line ' 


was wiitten by the compilers, other I 
than footnoes or headings, explana- j 
tory of the documents, 
The war 


records so-called rtre a collection of 
all the accessible official documents, 
whether icports, returns, letteis, tele- 
grams or what not, relating to the 
rebellion, arranged in chronological 
order in tho sequence of events. 


They are printed exactly as writ- 


ten, the compilers merely collecting 
bad spelling and subjecting- them to 
a general lule of punctuation an A ad- 
dress. 
They were not otherwise 


edited. 
Occasionally a foot note is 


ventuied to expliin some obscuiity, 
or reference which otheiwisa woulvl 
not be undeistood. 
The work's g-vent j 


feature is that the documents relating 
;o a given event like Gettysburg, for 
nstance, aie all brought together. 
It is, therefore, a work of enor-mous 
value to the historian of tochy aiid 
:or all time, as well as to the coun- 
try, but it is not a history in itself 
n the common acceptation of the 
term, otherwise than as tlie docu- 
nents themselves tell the stoiy of 
i£it events, which in fact they do.

CALIFORNIA MOB STRNIGS UP 


• FIVE MEN. 


STOCKMEN EXECUTE OLD LAW 


FOUE OF VICTIMS AN OLD MAN 


AND THREE J30NS. . 


ARE TAKEN OUT AT MIDNIGHT 


SCENE OF LYNCHING WAS AT 


LOOKOUT. 


Susanville, 
CoL, 
June 
1 . 


after midnight 
and within a few 


minutes the five bodies were hanging 
from a bridge near the jail. 
The 


vigilantes quietly 
assem/bled before 


the building1 whee the victims were 
confined and there was little indica- 
tion of organization or leadership. 
Inside the building Hall and Ms sons 
were quietly sleeping. 
One of the 


constables in charge of the men was 
called to the door and as he opened 
it .he was quickly seized and a rush 
made for the prisoners, 
No opposi- 


tion was encountered and the men 
were quickly hurried to the open air. 
HalVs youngest son made a desper- 
ate struggle -and was killed before 
the bridge was reached. 


Some members of the mob proposed 


that Hall be given an opportunity to 
clear himself, but others vetoed the 
suggestion by cries of "He can't! We 
found horses in his barn." 


The mob had failed to provide it- 


self with sufficient rope and a com- 
mittee was at once ordered to visit 
several wells in the village for the 
needed article. 


Susanville, Cal., June 1. — Five 


thieves were lynched Thursday night 
at Lookout, Modoc county, a district 
which has always been 
noted for 


quiet and good order. The lynching 
was done by fifty small stock raisers, 
but none of the vigil-antes was identi- 
fied by the constable and his one as- 
sistant, whom they overpowered. 


Calvin Hall, aged 
72, his three 


half-breed sons, Frank, aged 26; Jim, 
aged 19; and Martin, aged 16; and 
Dan Yantis, aged 27, were the vic- 
tims. 


The charge against HalVs sons and 


Yantis was burglary, while against 
Hall it was petty larceny. 
Many 


small articles had 'been missed re- 
cently, among others hay forks, barb 
wire and harness. -Tifisse were found 
in Hall's house* along1 with halters, 
dishes and tattle cloths. 
All five 


were arrested and taken to Adin, the 
county seat of Modoc county, and 
placed in charge of the constable and 
one guard. 


TAKE PRISONERS FROM JAIL. 
Pifty masked men/heavily armed, 


took the prisoners 
from jail soon 


Old man Hall was the first one 


strung up. No ceremony marked the 
action. The rape was simply thrown 
around his neck and twenty willing 
hands grasped it and jerked the un- 
fortunate man from his feet. 
Tho 


loose end was tied to a convenient 
fence post and the victim with his 
hands and feet 
tied 
was left to 


strangle. 


The execution of the other men was 


practically a repetition of that of the 
elder Hall. 


Lookout is in the Hot Springs val- 


ley on the Pitt river. Tlie residents 
are nearly all cattle raisers in moder- 
ate circumstances. Several weeks ago 
Sheriff Hager of Modoc county was 
killed >by his team running away and 
since that time there have been many 
breaches of the law in that locality, 
Hager was a terror to the rustlers 
and had succeeded in the years he 
held the office of sheriff in effectually 
suppressing thieves, who in the past 
had preyed upon the cattle of the 
ranchers. 


As soon as the lynching was dis- 


covered word was telegraphed to the 
distric attorney and sheriff at Al- 
turas and they, together with the 
coroner, are now on the way to the 
scene of- the tragedy to hold an in- 
quest.

DK. CHARLES SMITH, AGED 126, FINDS WATERS OF PEKPET- 


UAL YOUTH AT EGG HARBOK, N. J.

which was two miles distant. It was 
(Metropolitan Magazine.) 


There is an old fellow in Egg Har- 


bor, N. J,, who is 126 years old (at 
least that is what he and all his 
neighbors insist is the truth), al- 
though he does not look a day over 
85. Dr. Smith is a Freemason and 
an Elk, and is down on the books of 
these societies as the oldest member 
in the entire world- 


But while this venerable physician 


has the aspect of a man in the 80's— 
that is to say, while he has the white 
beard and white hair of a man of that 
age—he is as lively as a man of 40. 
He has pink cheeks* scarcely a wi in- 
kle* speaks quickly, hears clearly and 
bounds up and down stairs with as 
much celerity as i man in the prime 
of life—a man in the prime of life 
who has taken exceptionally good 
care of Uis early health. 


And if the centenarian is very in- 


teiesting for his youthful appearance, 
the cause to which he attributes it is 
even more remarkable. "The reason 
I look so young/' says Dr. Smith to 
all strangers, "is nothing else than 
that I bathe every week, summer and 
winter, in the fountain of perpetual 
youth. Yes, I know that most peo- 
ple think (that the fountain of re- 
juvenation, for which Ponce de Leon 
searched so vainly 500 years ago, is 
only a myth. 
Bui? that isn*t true. 


The fountain of youth is a real thing. 
I found it myself* I came acioss it 
accidentally one day when I was so 
full of rheumatism that I could 
hardly walk. Since I found the place 
I have plunged into it every week, 
and have never since had a bad day. 
In fact, I guess I am getting younger 
all the time, and am about making 
up niy mind I am going to live on 
forever." 


tfhat there are a large number of 


Dr* Smith's neighbors who believe 
that the brook is the genuine foun- 
tain of youth,, is attested to by the 
fact that any wayfarer who drives 
along the road-way adjoining the doc- 
tor's house on a Sunday morning will 
see from fifty to two hundred people, 
of all ages, both sexes, and all condi- 
tions socially, wadine? about in the 
brook with all their clothing1 011. Of 
course these persons are not attired in 
their "bept bib» 'and tuckers," (but the 
clothing they wear is not the light 
stuff of which bathing costumes are 
made. 
Every bather wears a full 


outfit of underclothing and keeps on 
•his shoes. This th£y do in imitation 
of the old doctor, who insists that 
the only way to get the full benefit of 
the water is to go in as he does— 
fullv dressed. 


These people do not tumble about or 


swim in the water—they simply 
wade; in fact, they could not bathe 
there if they itried, for the water is 
only about three feet 
deep in the 


deepest portions of the brook. It is 
quite interesting: to watch these wad- 


can be easily done, since 


there is no fence or other obstruction 
around the place—for they usually 
form a column of couples, all walk- 
ing in one direction* against the flow 
of the stream. 
The younger ones 


wade because, they will tell you, "it's 
lots of fun." 
But the older ones do 


riot stint to assure you that they 
wade there because the wading cures 
ull their troubles, has cured them be- 
fore and is ffoing to make them live 
on indefinitely. 


"I can't tell you the exact consti- 


tution of the water/1 said the old doc- 
tor, when the writer put the question 
to him, "for the reason that I cannot 
fully analyze it. But I am enough of 
a chemist to readily see that the cedar 
and spruce swamps through which 
the brook runs before it gets to 
Harbor have something to do with 
the bracing qualities of the water. 
Then I have detected traces of arsenic 
and of iron in ithe water. You see 
the brook is the product of several 
smaller ones that begin in different 
places up the state and make a junc- 
ture near our town, and some of the 
tributary brooks trickle through the 
iron root hills and other geological 
deposits of a peculiar composition. I 
have tried to make a chemical com- 
pound out of the elements found in 
the natural water of the brook, but I 
have failed each time. I think the 
only explanation of the matter is that 
it is a freak of nature." 


Dr. Smith does not think that the 


Harbor bi'ook is the only one of 


its kind. He says that when he was 
in Persia a few years ago he saw 
there a similar brook in which many 
of the natives waded regularly and 
felt much younger after the wading. 
The Persian brook is called by the na- 
tives "The Water of Childhood.'* 


The discovery of the medicinal 


properties of jbhe water at Egg Har- 
bor came about in a singular fashion. 
Dr, Smith \VttS fishing in the brook 
and in the excitement of landing a 
particularly gamy fish he stepped 
into the water so far that the water 
reached above his rubber boots and 
gave him a thorough soaking. 
"I 


had been a sufferer from rheumatism 
for years before/ said he, in telling 
About the Jnfcttev, "and I felt certain 
•that this would be the death of me. 
So I quickly did up my fishing (tackle 


tuade*'* bseline *or my'house, 


late in the fall and I anticipated thai 
my clothes would freeze to niy body 
before' I reached home. 
You can 


imagine my surprise when, instead of 
being frozen by the time I got home 
and instead of wanting to go in and 
sit at the stove, I felt so warm anc1 


braced up that I went to the shed and 
began to split wood. 


"It did not" occur to me at firs'! 


that my fine feelings were due tc 
anything but a good dinner and my 
brisk walk, until, one day in the fol- 
lowing week, the thought occurred tr 
me of Jiow well old Ponce de Leon 
would have felt in his day if he had 
found the fountain of youth for which 
he had been so long in search. Then 
I remembered that although Ponce dr 
mistaken and that he would find thr

Newport has back its old bells and 


is ready for the introduction of the 
curfew law in this one particular. 
A woid from the chief of police in 
Cambridge. Mass., 
has 
just been 


published in favor of this means for 
preserving the innocence of the chil- 
dren, 
Cambridge v/as foimerly one 


of the worst towns known for the 
extent of its juvenile depravity. All 
this is changed now, and the New 
England air of respectability is again 
a feature of Cambridge life by night 
*s well as by day. The law affects 
the conduct of the children at all 
hours. 
For those who feai some- 


thing too arbitrary tor oui system 
of life in this curfew l«iw the ex- 
planation .of the Bangoi chief of po- 
lice as to its enforcement may be a 
help in seeing the advantage of hav- 
ing- it, 
He writes o£ iho curfew: 


"I believe it is a giand success. 


We have very little complaint now 
of children being out after hours, 
but when one does come in it is from, 
some section of the city not coveiecl 
by the officeis regularly, and an offi- 
cer sent a few times to that locality 
speedily bieiks it up. I do not be- 
lieve our people would 
suffer the 


children to be out to any great ex- 
tent without calling the attention of 
the police depaitmenl to their duty 
in the matter. It was not long since 
that a friend who lives in a section 
of the city where children are, 
to 


say the least, very plenty said to me 
that it was astonishing how soon 
the children disappeared from the 
stre&t coiiiers near his home at the 
stioke of the curfew. I presume that 
some people may have the same idea 
that some of our own had—namely, 
that the police were going to enforce 
this ordinance in an arbitrary man- 
ner and ^that no child near the age 
mentioned would be allowed to be 
seen on the street after the curfew 
sounded. 
We did not intend any- 


thing of the kind. Children who, for 
any good reason, are on the street 
are never bothered by the officers 
any more than before the passage of 
the ordinance. But 
when a child 


has been given fair warning 
and 


then keeps it up it is locked up and 
punished."

mountains of western North Carolina* 


The Cherokee Indians (were, when 


first discoveaed by the-white man, the 
most 
\civilisedi 
of 
any 
of 
the 


aborigines on the Worth American 
continent, with the exception of the 
Aztecs and Toltecs of Mexico. 
Ogle- 


thorpe and his colonists found them 
inhaibitating a magnificently beauti- 
ful and fertile section of countiy, ein- 
bricing what is now northern Geor- 
gia, southern Tennessee and western 
North Carolina. 
They received him 


as a biother and bade him take as 
much of their lands as he and Ms 
people might need. Writing1 of them 
to Wesley he said; 
fc(It is strange 


ho*r used they are in the ways of 
kindness and civility; but most do I 
marvel at theii government, which of 
a truth is not iinlike our own in some 
paiticulars.'' 


Their friendship and fidelity to the 


coloni&ts; their espousal of the cause 
of independence during the revolu- 
tionary war; their aid, voluntarily 
given, in the waxs against the Creek 
Indians, were all considerations, that 
could not be very well overlooked, 
ind consequently when they peti- 
tioned the United States for an ac- 
knowledgment of their government 
two treaties were negotiated, in 1817 
and 1819, which invested in them an' 
indefeasible title to their territory 
and fixed their status as an inde- 
pendent government. 


Following those treaties the 'Chero- 


kee government was reformed so as 
to meet the requirements of almost 
an ideal republic, under which the 
little country entered upon a career of 
development which would have re- 
flected credit vpon the people oT any 
nation. 
Everywhere the 
Valleys 


weie in a high state of cultivation, 
the hills were whitened by innumer- 
able flocks, the mountain streams 
tinned the wheels 'of many mills, and 
their mines yielded them rich treas- 
uies in copper and gol'd. 
Churches 


and schools sprang up on every hand 
ind about 1820 a further impetus 
was added to their civilization by the 
invention of an alphabet by Sequo- 
yalu 
Newspapers printed in the 


Cheiokee language followed, and the 
country seemed to have before it & 
promise of greatness- destined to sur- 
pass even the medicine man's visions 
of the traditionary past, when at ont 
blow these splendid 
achievements 


were wiped out by an act which for 
perfidy and dishonor is'without a 
parallel in the history of nations. 


That beautiful, luxuriant land ex- 


cited the cupidity of the Ahabs to the 
south 'Of them and they resolved to 
posses it, 
First, however, they at- 


tempted to acquire it through the aid 
of the courts; (but when the highest 
tribunal of the land declared the suit 
to be without foundation, they con-

Lcwiis claims that the appaiatus, 
which he has kept woiking1 Tor over 
a year, is most successful in every 
way and withstands all changes *of 
weathei. 
Everything is perfectly 


automatic in action and the battery 
power required is veiy small. 
The 


records shown by means of Mr. 
Lowne's iustiument cannot, he states, 
be obtained by means of any other 
apparatus in existence. 


Mr. Lowne told a newspaper repre- 


sentative that it will be quite possible 
get, by means of his invention, accur- 
ate records at a central station of the 
direction and velocity of the wind 
fiom any psrt of Greit Britain by 
means of electric wires connecting 
the recording instrument with the 
vanes and anemometers wherever 
they may happen to be stationed.

comed the white man and divided 
their lands with him. 
A strong de- 


tachment of the regular army was 
hurried down. 
The Oherofcees were 


ejected from their homes, leaving the 
accumulations of years behind, and 
were marched across the countiy be- 
tween files of soldiers to an inhos- 
pitable wilderness beyond the Mis- 
sissippi. 
On that march hun'dreds 


died of hardships and exposure, to 


These, for the ano&t part, were the 
same that had governed the largar 
republic and are in many respects 
identical with those in existence to- 
day. The chief, or president, of the 
republic is elected 
by a plurality 


vote of the qualified electors* 
He 


must be at least thirty years of ago 
and a native of the republic. 
Ho 


holds office for four years and re- 
ceives a compensation of $500 
a 


year. 
However, should he be au- 


thorized by congress to leave the 
country on public business, his com- 
pensation is fixed at $4 a day and 
mileage. He is not only the chief 
executive of the nation, but is its 
first citizen, and he is always regard- 
ed as the personal friend and ad- 
viser of his people in their individual 
capacity, and he frequently adjusts 
disputes and settles controversies 
between them in order to save ex- 
pense of litigation. The wife of the 
president is not necessarily the first 
lady of the land. That depends upon 
her qualifications and personal pop- 
ularity. 
President 
Chaldahih's 


daughter, who was educated in Bos- 
ton, is said to have been the most 
beautiful and popular woman of the 
nation, and during his administra- 
tion she was the Dolly Kadison of 
the little republic. 


Hon. Jesse tteid, the present in- 


cumbent, is giving the countiy one 
of the best business administrations 
it ever had. Mr. Iteid is a prosperous 
farmer and stock raiser, and pre- 
fers his comfortable home, about 
eight miles out 
on the beautiful 


Soco river, to a residence in the carp- 
ital. 


The vice president of the republic, 


Hon. 
Stillwell gaunookih, is an in- 


teresting character. During the civil 
war 1he Cherokee republic espoused 
the cause of the south, and one of 
them, General Stand Wait, rose to 
the rank of a brigadier. 'His com- 
mand was composed of his own peo- 
ple, and one of his most gallant and 
trusted officers was Major Saunookih. 
At the last election he was the choice 
of perhaps a majority of his people 
for the presidency, 
but he was in 


favor of a business administration, 
and believing- hat Mr. Heid could 
best give it, he refused to oppose him 
and accepted the second place on the 
ticket to insure its «le<itibii( 


The president has A cabinet 
of 


three memlbers, who are appointed 
by himself and 
conikvmed by th« 


legislature. They are selected frcfrn 
the onost substantial men of the na- 
tion, and though the ,pay is nom- 
inal, they never shirk duty. 
They 


are the advisers of the president and 
he never acts in matters of import- 
ance without first consulting Witli 
them. The head otf the present cab- 
inet is David Ogoocoo. He is also 
marshal of the republic and perhaps 
has done more than any ot&er single 
individual to promote the cause of 
religion in the country. 


The legislative ibrancli of the gov- 


ernment is- vested entirely in one 
grand council, or house of represent- 
atives, which is almost omnipotent, 
Its members are elected biennially, 
They must be citizens and ^freehold- 
BTS of the republic and twenty-oiie 
years of age, and during the time 
for which they are elact&l they re- 
ceive $1 a day.

hie and the changes to eight points 
on the compass mid their duration are 
T S3 recorded in the same way. 


Anc ther pencil 'line indicates tenths 


of miles and miles of velocity, and 
the maximum velocity when it occurs 
can. also be seen nt ii. Clancy.

Iicwne claims that tht appaiacus, 
w lich he has kept, working1 Tor over 
a year, is most successful in every 
way and withstands all changes of 
weather.

automatic: in. action and the battery 
power required is very small. 
The 


records shown by means of Mr. 
Tiowne's instrument cannot, he states, 
be obtained by means of any other 
apparatus in existence. 


Mr. Lowne told a newspaper repre- 


sentative that, it will be quite possible 
get, by means of his invention, accur- 
ate records at a central station of the 
direction and velocity of the wind 
from any part of Great Britain by 
means of electric wires connecting 
the recording instrument with the 
vanes and anemometers wherever 
they may happen to be stationed.

' Few people realize that in the Unit 
ed States there is a country largei 
wealthier and more populous than 
San Mnrino. Gaiist and jWonico com 
bined. 
Those d'onunicns are not, no 


indeed is the United States, mor 
thoroughly republican than is thi 
little country nestling among the 
mountains of western North Carolina 


The Cherokee Indians were, when 


irst discovered by the white man, th 
most 
'civilised 
of 
any 
o£ 
the 


aborigines on the North. Aiuerieai 
continent, with the exception of the 
Actecs and Toltecs of Mexico. 
Og-le 


.hcrpe and his colonists found them 
uhabitating a magnificently beauti- 
ful and fertile section of country, em- 
bracing what is now northern Geor- 
gia, southern Tennessee and western 
tfcrth Carolina. 
They received him 


as a brother and bade him take ab 
nuch cf their lands as lie an'd his 
jeuple might need. 
Writing' of them 


o Wesley he said: 
-'It is strange 


how used they are in the ways of 
kindness- and civility; but most do I 
riarvel at their government, which oi 


truth is not unlike our own in some 
)ai-ticulars.M 


Their friendship and fidelity to the 
olcnists; their espousal of the cause 
f independence during- the revolu- 
ionaiy war; their aid, voluntarily 
iven, in the wars against the Creek 
mliaiis, were ull considerations that 
ould not be very iwell overlooked, 
ml consequently when they petii- 
ioned the United States for an ac- 
no!\vledg-meut of their government 
:wn treaties were negotiated, in 1817 
nd 181D, which invested in them an 
ndefeasible title to their territory 
nd fixr.d their status as an inde- 
siident government. 
Following those treaties the 'Chero- 
ee government was reformed so as 
b meet tho requirements of almost 
11 ideal republic, under which the 
ttle country entered upon a career of 
evelopment which would have rc- 
ected, credit upon the people o'f any 
at ion.

ere in a high state of cultivation, 
IP hills were whitened by imiumer- 
ble flocks, the mountain

uniRd the wheels of many mills, anc1 


ipir mines yielded them rich treas- 
res in copper and gold. 
Churches 


nd schools sprang- \ip on every hand 
nd about 1820 a further impetus 
as added to their civilization by the 
i vent ion of an alphabet by Sequo- 
ih. 
Newspapers printed in the 


herokeu language followed, and the 
ountry seemed to havt before it a 
>romisc of greatness destined to snr~ 
iss even the medicine man's visions 
f the traditionary past, when at out 
ow these splendid achievements 
ere wiped out by an net which for 
erfirty and dishonor is 'without a 
arallel in the history of nations. 
That beautiful, luxuriant land ex- 
ted the cupidity of the Ahabs to the 
iu th of them and they resolved to 
osses it.

General Ross, their most distin- 
uished citizen, and a man of great 
b lity and integrity, was sen'r to 
Washing-ton to intercede with the 
ovenimer.t. 
But it was in vain that 


ie recalled how his people had wel- 
omed the 'white man and divided 
heir lands with him. 
-A strong- de- 


ichment of the regular army was 
lurried down. 
The Cherokees were 


jected from their homes, leaving the 
cumulations ot' years behind, and 
wore marched across the country be- 
ween files of soldiers to an inlios- 
ntahle wilderness beyond the Mis- 
is=ippi. 
On that march hun'dreds 


died of hardships and exposure, to 
ay nothing1 of thoss that perished 


before they became acclimated.

Phe eastern 'branch of the Cherokees 
who lived in North Carolina, hac

They were never polyg- 
amous people and some of their most 
stringent laws ai'e directed against 
it and the violation of the Sabbath. 


B2iore leaving tlie political phase 


of the country, I wish to say that 
ih"-.y arc the only people who are 
citizens of two separate 
republics. 


Under the treaty of 1817 they were 
matla citizens of the United States 
for tlie purpose of voting for federal 
oQlcers, and this privilege was later 
confirmed and a .provision made for 
counting1 their vote as a part of that 
of North Carolina. 


Cue of the most striking: character- 


istics of the Cherokee—a trait which 
distinguishes 
him 
from all other 


American aborigines—is the fact that 
he adopted the Christian religion al- 
most as soon, as he came in contact 
\rith it. His neighbors, the Creeks, 
t'.ic Eeminoles, and the Tnsc.iroras 
manifested some interest at first ii; 
the sanguinary stories of tho 
Old 


Testament, but even that was lan- 
j;-tti(I and evanescent. 
But to

Cherokee the teachings of the lowly 
Naz.-u-cne were living- truths 
that 


com men tied themselves to him as the 
best standard by which to icguate 
his life, an consequently his con- 
version was not a mere perfunctory 
performance to propitiate his -white 
neighbors, but was entirely sincere.

other instance—certainly not among 
the aborigines of this country—where 
H v/holc nation ha; iiJoptrd the re- 
ligion of Christ at t:l;in>at the 
contact with it.

Y,-orld has more churches and Sunday 
schools in proportion to its papula 
tiou than has the Cherokee republic 
and to that fact it very largely owes 
its position in the scale of civiliza 
tion. The chief executive of the na 
tion is an ordained minister, and 
there is a church within almost ; 
stone's throw of his residence, 
a: 


which he officiates as superintenden 
of a flourishing' Sunday school am 
always fills any vacancy that may 
occur in the pulpit. 
Among the of 


ilcials there are several other Sunday 
E3hocl teachers, and I believe more 
than one minister. It is a rare thing- 
to find a Cherokee who is not a mem 
b:r of seme church. 


As might be expected from .so re 


Hgious a people, there is no indif 
t'erence to the cause of educatioj 
At first there was same apposition 
from the small nou-proR-ressive ele 
ment that wns confined to the re-mob 
recesses c.f the mountains, but tha 
has now disappeared and it is the 
ambition of every Cherokee that lii£ 
children shall be educated nt 
the 


national school. 
The course of in 


stnictiou is comprehensive, embrac 
in?; everything- from the 
primary 


department to the equivalent of t 
hig'h school education. 
The indus 


trial idea is also a prominent featurt 
in it. The girls are taught to sew 
cook, and, in fact, every thing- neces- 
sary to make them good housekeep- 
ers, while the boys are familiarized 
"by actual ^cpe-rience with the prin 
ciples of carpentry, shoemaking1, iron 
•work and agriculture.

T. horned beast, 


which conscience suggested must be 
the devil himself. 
He repented of 


his evil deed nntl by way of atone- 
ment attached a chapel to his own 
little farm, which was situated on a 
stretch of land taken into Muggin- 
ton from the adjoining- parish of Hu- 
laiid. 
The grotesque attempt at 


classical architecture which the little 
chapel presents contrasts strangely 
enough with the farm buildings to 
which it is attached. It is said that 
it has never been consecrated or li- 
censed, but a curate officiates in it 
once a month, and receives the rental 
of some 
seventeen 
acres of land, 


which form the endowment. 
On a 


tablet in the pediment of the chapel 
are th" lines: 
Francis Brown in his old age, 
Built him here this hermitage. 


The register of Mugginton parish 


contains the following- entry: "1781, 
June llth, Francis Brown, of Hul- 
land Ward, buried. Intakes Founder 
of Chapel in 7th Intakes Ward, to 
be annexed to Mug-gin ton for ever, 
after death of his widow, his daugh- 
ter, and her husband, 
Edward Al-

Some New Possibilities Are J 


Pointed Out by an Official J 
Expert.

The sweet potato is the subject of 
farmers' bulletin written by D..M. 


Nesbit, a grower of Maryland, for 
the department of agriculture, at the 
request cf Major Henry E. AlvorO, 
chief of the dairy division of i}!? 
burp.au of animal industry. Mr. Kes- 
bit was put in charge of some ex- 
perimental 
shipments 
to 
Kurope 


made early in 1900 by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, and these opsn- 
pd up so many possibilities for ex- 
portation to European countries thai 
he was asked to prepare a paper on 
the sweet potato. 


The paper will be of special inter- 


est to growers in view of the recent- 
ly reported organization in New ?er 
sey of a concern which intends to 
broaden out one of tlie branches or 
the sweet potato raising- industry 
by making- flour out of tlie sweet po- 
tato. 
The flour, it is said, can be 


used as a blend for wheat, iye ami 
corn flour, and it is asstited tha 
these flours are made richer ami 
more nutritious and are protected 
from mold or stateness 
by

H. S. Morris, of Vine 


bn'd, N. J., the

company, snys that beyond a doubt 
there ere in this new industry g-rea1 


possibilities for the utilization of 
the great sweet potato crop of Mie 
south, for which in the -past a very 
unsatisfactory market has in 
cases b&eii obtained.

The northern markets prefer a dry. 


yellow sweet potato of medium size 
and comely s'hape. 
Sweet potatoes 


of this class arc planted under sev- 
eral names in New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, the eastern shove of Vir- 
ginia and the middle west. 
Farther 


south, from regions shut off from 
the northern markets by 
freight 


rates the moist varieties that exude 
a sugary synip in baking- are in de- 
mand in the local markets. Larger 
and tJoarser varieties are nse-d for 
stock feeding-. 


The sweet potato needs a warm cli- 


mnte. 
Where there is no frost it is 


perennial. 
Frost 
is 
immediately 


fatal to it and a temperature beiow 
forty-live dagrees is very dangerous. 
For profitable culture the sweet po- 
tato inquires at least four months of 
warm weather, free, from coolness at 
night. It does not suffer so quickly j 
as the common Irish 
potato 
from 


drought. 
On 
the other hand, too 


much moisture is bad for it. 
in n 


suitable climate the sweet 
potato 


will thrive on almost any well drain- 
ed soil, the best soil being' a light, 
sandy ioiiiu where there is no excess 
of org'.inic matter. 


In n. chapter on plan-ting- he says: 


"Where the plants are set in row-s 
one way a distance of only eighteen 
inches between them is recommend- 
ed. When they arc planted in checxs 
fehey must be 
at least three feet 


npart. 
Men have been known to 


plant by 'hand with the assistance 
of a boy -to drop the plants 10,000 
plants in ten hours, but 5,000 ni.iy 
be considered a day's work. 
V.i.-i- 


ous implements have been devised 
to obviate the necessity for stooping 
irt hand planting-. Chief among- the.1;* 
are the tongs which are commonly 
used in the business. There are sev- 
eral transplanting- machines provile;! 
w-th water tanks from which each 
plant is watered automatically when 
it is set. These machines do excellent 
work and make the planter indepen- 
dent of rain." 


The swett potato requires frequent 


cultivation and it is absolutely nec- 
essary that the ground be kept Trea 
froni weeds and grass. 
The most 


critical period in the life of a plant 
begins when it is transplanted ana 
ends when It starts to send out vigor- 
ous vines. 
During- tills period only 


are insects to be dreaded. 


A Email crop of sweet potatoes may 


be harvested by throwing them out 
with n common turning plow. 
In 


large operations one of the 
most 


flfflcient implements for harvesting is 


ast the scoop-digger, which 


asses under the tubers and severs 
11 the roots, but leaves the plant, 
with vines and roots cut, in the same 
position which it occupied before. 


After the potato is dug1 
out 
it 


hould be left for several hours to 


in the sun. Under favorable 


onditions in check planting1 a barrel 
of primes from 100 hills is a g-ood 
yield. 
In a good crop there will be 


a barrel of seconds to about every five 
mrels of the primes. 


One thing which the planters soon 


find out is that the sweet potato will 


and 
lot bear any roug-h handling1, 
'or this reason the potatoes are more 
commonly shipped 
in 
barrels 
or 


crates than in bulk. When they are 
packed in barrels the barrels should 


filled loosely and covered with 


mi-lap or double-headed. In speak- 
ing of the causes for difference 
in 


value, Mr. Nesbit says: 


"It will not be contended seriously 


that any small section or str.tc has a 
monopoly of the conditions requisite 
for producing- swest potatoes of the 
best quality. Jersey sweets do not 
command the best .price because the;

except as a luxury. The small quan- 
tities imported came from the South 
of Spain, the Canary islands and Af- 
rica. One American staying1 in Lon- 
don wrote: 


"The English people are not edu-

The earth- 
ly weighman counterpoises on me- 
tallic balances the iron, the coal, the 
artciles of human food, the solids of 
earthly merchandise, but he cannot

Here is-something 
that the'Attic'rind" Babylonian weigh- 
ing systems sof the past and the 
metric-weighing system of the prcs- 


stood has there been any instance ol 
complete happiness from the amount 
of accumulation. Give tho man oi 
worldly ambition sixty years of bril- 
liant success. 
lie sought for re- 


nown, and 
tho nations speak 
hi; 


name. He sought for affluence, and 
he is put to his wit's end to find oui 
the best stocks and bonds in which IK 
may make his investments. 
He is 


director in enough banks and trustee 
in enough institutions nnd president 


I of. enough companies to bring on 
paresis, of which he is now dying.

Sabbatih becomes a Parisian Sa'bbatb.

IN-VISIBLE SCALES. 


The wisHi uf this sermon is to em- 


phasize the invisible—to show that 
there are other balances besides those 
made of brass, anil platinum, nnd 
aluminum, nnd set in earthly store- 
houses; that the spirit is the most 
important part of us; that tho scales 
which -weigh your body are not na 
important as the scales which weigli 
your soul. Depend not too much for 
happiness upon the visible. Pyrrhus 
was king nnd had largo dominions, 
but was deterjnincd 
to make war 


against the Romans, nnd Ciiieas, tho 
friend of itho king, said to him, "Sir, 
when you have conquered them all- 
what will you 
do next?" 
"Then 


Sicily is ncnr at hand nnd easy to 
master." "And what when you have 
conquered Sicily?" 
Then 
we will 


pass over to Africa nnd take Carth- 
ngc, v.'hich cannot long 
.withstand 


us?'' "When these arc conquered, 
what will you next attempt?" "Tfim 
we will fall in upon 
Greece 
nnd 


Macedonia and recover what we have 
loat. there.*' 
"Well, 
when all are 


subdued what fruit do you expect 
from all your victories?" 
"Then," 


said the king, "wo will sit down and 
enjoy ourselves." "Sir," said Ciheas, 
"niity we not do it nowf 
Havo.you 


not already n kingdom of your own? 
Anrl lie tiiat. cannot enjoy himself 
with a kingdom 
cannot with th« 


whole world." I say l.o you who love 
tho Lord, the kingdom is within you; 
make more of the invisible conquests. 
Study n pence which tlie world hna 
no bushel to measure, no steelyards 
to weigh. 
As far ns 
possible we 


should make our balances like \ • the 
divine balances. 


By joint resolution of congress in 


IBiiG the treasurer of the 
United 


States was ordered to send a complete 
set of the standard of weights 
nnd 


measures adopted by the 
national 


government to the governors of all 
the states, so tiiat there- mi {flit be 
uniformity and accuracy, and that 
distribution was made. So, now, the 
Ruler of earth and heaven -hnving- 
established forever tlie right stand- 
ard, sends to us and to all people n 
copy of that standard—the standard 
by which "The Lord 
weigheth the 


spirits." 


What a world this will be when 


it is weighed after its regenerations 
Shall have taken 
place. Scientists 


now guess at the number of tons our 
world weighs, and they put the Ap- 
ennines 
and 
the 
Sierra M"evada& 


and Ghimbornzo and the Himalayas 
in tho scales, but i,f weighed as .to 
its morals fit the-present time, in 
the royal balance the heaviest things 
would be the wars, the international 
hatreds, t'hti crimes mountain high, 
the moral disasters that stagger the 
hemispheres: on 
their way through 


immensity. 
But when 
-the Gospel 


has g-avdenijsed tho earth, ns it will 
yet gardenize it. and the-atmosphere 
shall bo-universal balm, nnd the soil 
will produce universal .harvest and 
fruitage, and the Inst cavalry horse 
shall be unsaddled, and the last gun 
carriage 
unwheeled, 
nnd the Inst 


fortress turned into a museum 
to 


show nations in peace what a horrid 
thing war once was, then the world 
will -be weighed, nud ns the opposite 
side of the scales lifts as though it

To deny that is to

We need not contend as to the 


Gcn-cis' account of Eve's disobedi- 
ence, Adam's complicity and the per- 


' verse willingness of our race to de- 
part from the God of heaven.

' did depart; did upraise rebellious 


hands -against the. supremacy of Je- 
hDvnh. 
As far as the life-lit of his- 


ioiy reveals the infancy of the race, 
we see man willing- and wanting- to 
worship any old thing, or vile thing 
or visionary -thing, rather than -wor- 
ship the most high. 
MAN'S ALIENATIOK PROM GOD 


Paul knew quite as much of the 


conditions of mankind as any sagi 
or scientist of today can tell us; an< 
lie declares that 
(Romans 1., 28 


"They did not like to retain. God in 
their knowledge." 
Our Lord deal 


with the same fact in that paraM 
where He depict* the servants whos 
master left theiri to cure for hr 
\ 


property which he went afar. 
They 


rose iu rebellion and sent the mast 
word: "We will not have (you) tills 
man to rule over us." 
So has it evei 


been that mankind has evinced a de- 
cided 
alienation 
to God. In the 


meanetime, by scripture ws learn 
tlie merciful Father in heaven 
been ceaselessly seeking to save His 
fallen, foolish children. 


He knew that sin was bringing 


sorrow on the world. Wrong doing 
in a realm governed by a perfectly 
boly ruler must be followed by suf- 
ferhijf. 
Wrong doing runs against 


the defenses of righteousness, and i: 
the collision 'the sinner must suffer. 
and maybe fatally. 
It is not con- 


ceivable that oven the Infinite Him- 
self could make it so that fire would 
lot burn flesh af we put oiu* hand i:

rorld," But, as it was. He appeared

self." And by that one offering He 
i<ith perfected forever them that are 
sanctified. 


Thus we see that the saving- virtue 
t' Christ begins in His sinless per- 
ection and is completed in the en- 
ire offering- of Jlimsrlf to Q-od for 
us. What you and I and all of us

found in an open suburb of London 
200,000 dust particles in every cubic 
centimeter of air, while in the heart 
o£ the great town the number of par- 
ticles, in the same volume of air, was 
500,000. In the open air of London 
there was, on the average, only one 
licro-organism to every 38,300,000 
particles of dust, and in the air'of a 
L-oom among 184,000,000 dust parti- 
cles only one organism could be de- 
tected. Thraa facts, Dr. Macfayden 
said, illustrate the poverty of the 
air in micro-organisms even when it 
is very .dusty. Their continued ax 
istence is rendered difficult through 
the influence uf desiccation and sun- 
light. -Drying up is. one of nature's 
favorite methods of getting rid of 
bacteria;
